The Co- 
lombo Plan for Conterative Kconomic Develobment in South and South-Fast Asia. London :

This report sets out in detail the Colombo Plan for large-scale economic development in Asia 
based on proposed six-year plans dravn up by India, Pakistan, Ceylon, Malaya, Singapore and 
British North Borneo (including Brunei and Sarawak). The report was prepared by the Common- 
wealth Consultative Committee which met in London during September-Octiober 1950, after ear 
lier meetings at Colombo, Ceylon in January, and Sydney in May 198). Participating countries 
are the United Kingdom, Australia, Canada, Ceylon, India, New Zealand and Pakistan, Cambodia, 
Laos, Viet-Nan and Thailand sent delegations to the London meeting, and Burma and Indonesia, 
observers. These non-Commonwealth countries have been invited to sutmit individual develop- 
ment plans and it is envisaged that the Colombo programme will be extended to include the 
entire South Asian region. The present Plan calls for an expenditure of 1,868 million 
pounds over the 6 years July 1951-1957, of which & # will be spent for transport and com- 
munications ; 3c % for agriculture ; 18 % for housing, health and education ; 10 % for 
industry andmining ; 6 @ for fuel and power. More than two-thirds of the total amount is 
for India, about one=-seventh for Pakistan and the remainder about equally divided between 
Ceylon, Malaya and British Borneo. The chief sources of funds are sterling balances of the 
countries affected (& £46 million), private investments, governments both inside and outside 
the Commonwealth, and the International Bank. In addition to finding funds, an important 
problem in carrying the progranme into effect 1s the need for an estimated 30-700 expert 
technicians from abroad. They will be required until personnel in the area can be tratned 
both in their home countries and overseas. A ponularization of the subject matter of this

Part I describes the process of community development in 
an imaginary village in Nigeria in terms of sten-by-sten activities which are typical of 
successful community experiments which have actually been carried out in Nigeria (road-build- 
ing by voluntary labour, mass literacy classes, the establishment of a village co-operative, 
health centre and library). Part II presents a clear analysis of principles and problems in 
community development, with practical suggestions for action based on exnerience in Nigeria 
and Gold Coast. As District Commissioner, the author assisted the Uei villagers in their 
community betterment programme recorded in the Colonial Film Unit motion ptcture Daybreak in 
Udi ; he is now Community Develonment Officer for the Eastern Provinces of Nigeria.

and the state authorities, including the establishment of an over-all nolicy of education for

This doctoral thesis by a West Indian educator takes the society of Surinam as the basis for 
an essay in educational sociology. Though small, the population of Surinam comprises many 
racial, linguistic and religious groups; these have been tolerant of one another but the pro- 
cess of acculturation has been slow. 

The author traces the erowth of education down to the vost-war period (1945-49), when popular 
denand, inspired largely by teacher&' organizations, led to considerable re-organization of 
the whole system. ‘Since education should be a consciously used agent for social improvenent- 
and in Surinam, for welding together such varied groups - it is essential to analyse and eva- 
luate some of the main elements in the educational systen. The author deals with population 
factors (racial groups, health conditions, etc.); with language (ho harmful effects result 





from bilingualism, and the use of Dutch in schools seems the only course in this polyglot 
community); and with the relationship between school and community. The last subject is il- 
lustrated by examples from Britain, USSR, the Philippines and Mexico. 

The conclusion embodies suggestions for educational planning in Surinam : a "Community School" 
for all, lasting from 5 to 15 years of age, is the foundation (kindergarten 3-5; primary 6-1¢; 
continued 15¢15). In addition to this system specialized and higher education should be pro- 
vided. Within this framework teacher training and the setting up of an exeperimental project 
have the highest priority

In line with the objectives of directing the educational programme -towards the improvement 
of rural community life, the Director of Public Schools, Dr. Benito Pangilinan has sent a 
circular to division superintendents encouraging them to intensify efforts to extend agri- 
cultural and educational service to rural areas. Among the numerous activities suggested 
are ; use of improved farm machinery through demonstration to farmers; eliminating undesir 
able varieties of crops to replace them with better ones; crop diversification, with empha- 
sis on export crops and products which the country still imports; soil and water conserva- 
tion; establishment of home industries and those based on farm products; assisting farmers 
in the development of their home lots with a view to greater food production and in market- 
ing their products at most advantageous prices. The Director has previously suggested that 
schoolheads extend the influence of the schools far beyond the confines of the classrooms 
and sc hool grounds, and thet they make it their job and that of the teachers to help direct- 
ly in the improvement of the lot of the common people.

eight series of local follov-up booklets (graded into 6 levels and suited tq different sec- 
tions of the population); and some 22 series of general follow-up booklets (covering such 
topics as health, agriculture, government, crafts, etc.). 

As the original literature, in the regionnl language of Indenesia, is inaccessible to edu- 
cators in other countries, this annotated guide has been prepared by the responsible autho-

To meet the greatly increased need for new teachers in England and Wales resulting from the 
reforms embodied in the Education Act of 1944, the Ministry of Education instituted in Se- 
tember 1944 a special scheme of emergency training, with its own training colleges, giving 
an intensive one-year course of 48 working weeks to carefully selected men and women released 
from war service. Each candidate was required to follow up the one-year course by two years 
of part-time study while at work teaching in the schools during a prescribed probationary 
period. By last March 29,000 students (19,500 men) had completed training; .when the scheme 
ends in 1951 the total yield should be about 35,000 (23,000 men). The total cost has been 
about & @,500,000 paid in full from national funds. The present report covers the history 
of the scheme; buildings, equipment and finance; the selection of candidates; detailed dis- 
cussion of the work and curricula of the training colleges; the probationary years and a 
summary appraisal. Appendices contain memoranda concerning arrangements between the Minis- 
try of Education and local education authorities ans statistical tables. This publication 
should be of particular interest to administrators and training colleges, especially in pla 
ces where acute shortages of teachers now exist.

quate bus service ? - a resident midwife 7? - a village surgery ? - a Home Helps Service ? 
Community action taken in villages to ameliorate unhealthy and inconvenient conditions is 
described in detail, with narticular emphasis on the part played by country women in such 
efforts.

This article discusses some of the socic-economic factors affecting education in Saudi Arabia 
(the influence of the Moslem religion, monarchical form of government, nomadism, the segrega- 
tion of women, and the impact of large-scale 011 development) and describes briefly the 
existing educational facilities. In 1948 the allotment for education was 3,2 per cent of the 
total national budget, with a per capita expenditure of less than a riyal ($0.0). ‘There 
are 30 elementary schools, of which # are private; the curriculum shows that 82 per cent of 
the total class hours during the six-year course are spent on religious disciplines and the 
Arabic language. Women do not attend the formal schools. There are no institutions of high- 
er learning, but vocational and military training respectively are provided by the Aramco 

011 Company and the British and United States military missions.

TEXTBOOKS 


Stolee, P.B. Fanalahidim - Bakiteny. Madagascar: Mission Luthérienne, Fort-Dauphin,. 1949. 
48 p. with 8 dp. processed notes in Inglish. No price given. 


A primer in the Malagasy language, based upon considerable experimentation with literacy 
teaching methods. The author established word - and letter - frequency tables in order to 
select the most useful elements for early teaching and to arrive at a means of grading the 
lessons. The problem of dialect variations was met by choosing words which had currency 
throughout the language~area. 

As the lessons progressively introduce new letters and words, these are at once placed in 
full sentences; the class drill then consists of the reading of meaningful material, which 
the author considers the only means of dealing with "syllable-shouters" who learn in parrot 
fashion. 

The primer is well illustrated and the text is planned to interest adult as well as child 
learners. Notes for the guidance of the teacher are given in Malagasy at the beginning of 
the book. A note in English describes in greater detail*the steps that were taken in pre-, 
paring the book. 


Unesco. Inventories of Abharatus and Materials for Teaching Science. Vol. III: Technical 
Colleges. Paris : Unesco, 1950. $ 1.8; 7s.; 3&0 frs. (Issued separately also in French 
and Spanish). 


This 1s the third volume in a series of inventories of apparatus and equipment needed for 
teaching science at all levels of education. They are intended especially for countries 
which were devastate d by the war or are economically under-developed. All volumes have 
been compiled accordi ng the same plan. A separate chapter is devoted to each science and 
each begins with an outline of courses and practical work actually in operation in well- 
known schools in countries where science teaching is well advanced. These programmes are 
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given as examples to show the exact curricula for which the inventories are appropriate. The 
necessary equipment, including laboratory apparatus, tools, general supplies and audio-visual 
aids are then described, with estimated cost. Volume I is devoted to primary, secondary and 
professional schools (issued separately in English, French, Spanish, Arabic and Chinese, 

$ 1.00; 68.; MO frs); Volume II to universities (issued in English, French and Spanish, 
$ 2.00; 12s. 3d.; 600 frs.). Volume III for technical colleges is published-in separate 
sections as follows: Part (1) Veterinary sciences; (2) Physics and chemistry; (8) Agricul- 
tural sciences; (4) Electrical engineering; (5) Mechanical engineering; (6) Civil engineer- 
ring.
